For more than a decade, 
secretaries of the Treasury of 
both parties have been recom- 
mending in vain that this limit 
be raised.

The first thing to understand is that driving is a skill, and 
that - like all skills - it requires much practice. The heads of 
many Driver Education programs at schools advise newly-licensed 
drivers to log hundreds of driving miles under certain controlled 
conditions. 


Their recommendations, which parallel the recommendations of safety 
experts are these: 1. The youngster should be driving a car that's 
mechanically sound.
